A. SUMMARY OF THIS AMENDMENT 
By the cuneat aiscndxnent* Applicants:

2. Rewrite allowable claim 22 as an independent claim, includiog all (he 
Butgeet matter of independent daim 1 and claim 2Hmt in refomiatred 
Culuon. 

3. Amend dependent claim23 to depend fifom claim 1 mther than (now) 
indqiendent daim 22. 

4. In view of &eiewxiting of claim 22 as an independent claim, amend olaiBis 
24-30 eith«r for dependency up on (now) indcpeDdexst claim 22 or for sake 
of editorial consisteacy. 

5. Rewrite allowable claim 32 as an independent claim, indudipg all the 
subject matter of ind^endent daim 12 and claim 31 but in lefimnatted 
ftdhion. 

6. Amend dependent claim 33 to depend fiom claim 12 rather than (now) 
independent claim 32. 

7. In view of the rewriting of daim 32 as an independent claim, amend claims 
44-40 either for depradency upon (now) independent claim 32 or for sake 
of editorial consistenoy* 

8. Rewrite allowable claim 41 as an indq>endent claim and amend depaxdeax 
claims 8 1 1 to dqsend &m (now) allowable independeitt claim 4 1 , 
thereby rendering allowable claims 8-11 and 41 - 43. 
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9. Rewtite allowable claim 44 as axi independent claun and amend dtpendcni 
claim 19 to depend from (now) allowable independent daim 44» thereby 
rendering allowable claims 19 and 44-46. 

10. Cancel former independent claims 7 and 18. 

11. Amend independent claims I and 12* 

12. Add new claims 47 -52/ 

13* Req>cptfully tmverse all rejections. 

B. PATENTABILITY OP THE CLAIMS 

Claims 1*21 and 3 1 stand rejected mider 35 USC §102(e) as being anticipated by 
U»S. Patent 6,466,556 to Boudrcaux (see enumerated pazagraph 4 of the Office Action)* 
All prior art rgections axe respectfbUy traveraed and mooted by, e.g.> the current 
. amendmantd. 

Allowable dependent claims 22 and 32 have been rewritten as iodependeitf daims, 
thereby rendering allowable claims 22, 24 - 30, 32, and 34 - 40 (see Remarks § AJ - 
§A.4 and §A.5 - §A.7 supra). 

Allowable dependent claims 41 and 44 have been rewritten as independent daims, 
thereby rendering allowable claims 8 - 1 1 • 1 9, 41 - 43 and 44 - 46 (see Rexmoto §A.8 
andSA.9 supra). 

New claims 47 - 52 cotrospond to amended claims 41 -46» but have thelub 
inter&ce replaced by the lur iater&cc. New independent claims 47 and 50 specify (hat 
dielurjntcr&ce is an interface between the iiist radio netwodc controller (RNCI) and the 
second radio oetworic controller (RNC). 
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Independent claimfi 1 and 12 have been amended to incliide essentially the 
argument 1 apgua^e ocm^latned by the Exanuber to be lacking from the claims (see the 
last paragr^h on page 2 and tte first paragraiA on page 3 of the final Office Action). In 
particular, tndq>endent claims 1 and 12 have bnn amended to recite fiiidier^t after the 
relooadoa the radio access bearer for the service is linked by &e second radio network 
contcofler to a same transport channel as was Utilized by the first raxlio network controller 
for the service prior to tfie relocation. The amendatory language is amply supported by 
the origmal disclosure^ it»ludiiig (for exaniple) the first two paragrq>ha on page 17 of the 
specification. It i{»pcars from the ofBce action that ttieE&amintt understands tfiattte 
claimed subject matter is not taught or suggested by U.S. Patent 6,466,556 to Boudreanx. 
Therefore^ mdependent claim 1 and claims 2 - 6« 21, and 23 dependent diereon, as well 
as independent claim 12 and claims 13 - 17, 20» 31^ and 33 dq^endent thcrBon^ are 
deemed allowable,

for withdrawing aU rejections and allowixig the capt i oned applicadotL
